These large - breed canines are 
stored in steel cages which measure 
four by three feet and are 30 inches 
high Usually the dogs are ac- 
companied on a brief on - campus 
stroll each day by one of several finan- 
cially rewarded students 

After a minimum six hours or a 
maximum of two days, all buta few of 
the dogs become the subject of 
physiological research in one of two 
Operating rooms 

The operations range from surgery 
on skin, muscle, and organs to inves- 
tigating the chest and abdomen areas 
But. according to Dr. Christian (who 
isa Veterinarian and supervises the 
animal - use program) the animals en- 
dure “a whole lot of experiments 
before termination.”
